At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  depositors  in  the 
Post  Office  and  Government  Savings  Banks  amounted  to  $58,094,331.03,  a  decrease  of 
$169,898.87  as  compared  with  the  balance  held  on  March  31,  1910.  The  withdrawals 
during  the  year  exceeded  the  deposits  by  $1,855,973.56,  while  $1,686,074.69  was  added 
for  interest  accrued,  thus  making  a  net  decrease  of  $169,898.87. 

Investments  on  account  of  the  Sinking  Funds  of  the  various  loans  were  made  during 
the  year  to  the  amount  of  $1,203,416.40.  Dominion  securities  held  in  the  Sinking  Funds 
to  the  extent  of  $4,789,203.69,  on  account  of  the  4  per  cent  guaranteed  loan  of  1875-8, 
were,  on  the  maturity  of  the  1875  portion  of  that  loan  on  1st  of  October,  1910,  taken  over 
from  the  Sinking  Fund  account  and  cancelled,  Accordingly,  the  total  of  the  invest- 
ments at  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Funds,  which  stood  at  $14,782,613.19  on  March  31, 
1910,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1911  amounted  to  $11,196,825.90.
